United States to the- effect that no 
United Slates troops should gc to 
.France. Jn order to be allowed to 
fijrht for the just cause they nust, 
teobnically at least, forfeit their citi- 
zenship m this country. As a nsult 
of this order 9,000, it is said, became 
Canadians over meht! They won the 
battle, but they became men witaout 
a country! 


While the battle *vas on, little did 


tfcey care whether thi'> were forn ally 
American citizens or not. The b:oth- 
erJxxxt of arms was a satisfying one. 
Bat, with the signing of the armfctice, 
tl-e thought of home asserted i'self 
Protests from the boys tbems Ives 
and from their relatives and fnends 
a?ainst this unjust loss of citizei ship 
poured back to the nome country On 
May 9, 191& Congress attempted to 
rsmedy the intolerable conditio i by 
amending Sub-divfeiou 12 of Se.-tion 
4 of the Act of June 29, 1306, as fol- 
lows: 


*Tha.t any persons who, while a cHi- 


zan of the United States and during 


Uve military or naval service o! any 
coontry at war with a country with 
vhich tite United States is at war who 
eball be deemed to h-ave lost his citi- 
zenship by reason of any oath or obli- 
gation ta-ken by him for the pu -pose 
rf entering such service, may resume 
tis citizenship by takin-g th,e oaih of 
Allegiance *.o the United States pre- 
scribed by the naturalization la*' and 
regulations, and such oath may be 
Taken before any court of the in.ted 
Ktates or of any state authorize by 
law to naturalize aliens or before any 
tonsul of the United States, and oer- 
nfied- copies thereof may be seit by' 
Mich court or consul to the Dipart- 
jnent of State and the Bureau of 
Naturalization.1' 


While this amendment to the natu- 


ralization law provides an easy and 
Mraple way for the soidier tnus expa- 
triated by fortune ot war to be repa- 
'nated, the Bureau of Naturaliiauon 
realized that overseas there ^a$ a 
"•sry general ignorance of iu arovi- 
A\on& among those wbo need to take 
advantage of them. Moreover, delay 
and inconvenience naturally wot Id re- 
sult from such, a lack of under Band- 
ing. Therefore, the bureau ;oot steps 
to smooth the path back into c tizen- 
ahip of these thousand,* of bravt men. 


Proper forms were prepared which 


would enable American consuls n for- 
eign countries to arrange the process 
so as to cause as little inconve ilence 
and delay as, possible. 
Thirty-five 


thousand of these forms were rrinted 
and sent to the State Department w> 
distribute to the consuls. At th( same 
time th* widest possible publicity has 
"been given 10 the matter so ro sol- 
dier may neglect the oppo: tumty 
through ignorance. 


The Bureau of Naturalization is de- 


termined that these boys shal1 have 
their citizenship lestored at as early 
a date 33 possible; since just such cit- 
uena are needed in the re-constiuction 
period.
